two years past, lie paid a large price 
for it and to reimburse himself he is 
ab ut to offer it at public sale unless the 
Shite should decide to purchase it. Dr. 
Cobbe says oilers have already been made 
for its purchase by gentlemen not resid- 
ing in the State. 


Tlie genuineness of the document is 


not disputed. For some years it was 
believed to be aduplicate, but this doubt 
has been removed. Possession of it has 
been traced for 150 of its 213 years. 
It 


is believed to have been in the bands of 
the Penns until Sir John Peim, the Suf- 
folk antiquarian, secured it 
At his 


nother antiquarian obtained it, 
death a 
and it has passed successively down to 
Dr. Maris. 


The document is admirably preserved 


and it shows comparatively few traces 
of its great aqe, the outside alone hint- 
ing at a birth i!3 years ago. The famil- 
iar signature of William Penn isundim- 
med. Surrounding this signature is a 
triangle made of silken tape, from which 
is suspended an enormous red seal. 


Dr. Maris wants $1.5,000 for the parch- 


ment and itis likely that.SenatorPenrose 
will soon introduce a bill appropriating 
this sum for its purchase.

All of us benefit by being, once in a 


while, "turned out to grass." Green 
vegetables-to speak more literally— 
furnish a much-needed change after a 
several months' diet of meat and canned 
goods and should occupy a prominent 
place in the spring bill of fare. Indeed, 
to discard meat altogether for a few 
>veeks in enervating days of later spring 
will ofien prove a wise measure and one 
that may accomplish more in restoring 
health to tbe languid than any drug in 
the materia mediea. By this I don't 
mean to advocate a cast iron vegetarian- 
ism. On the other band, I believe that 
at certain times tbe more stimulating 
and concentrated nourishment furnish- 
ed by meat foods is more desirable than 
that of vegetables, but the change fur- 
nished to tbe digestive organs by this ab- 
solute novelty of diet is- highly benefi- 
cial, while the tonic effects of the alka- 
line salts contained in greens, lettuce, 
cresses, etc. are hardly to be over-esti- 
mated. 


In seasoning vegetables the object 


should be to bring out the llavor, either 
by the addition of some substance very 
unlike in taste or by supplying an ele- 
ment lacking in the chemical make-up 
or lost in cooking. Peas and beans, for 
instance, as they are specially lacking in 
fatty substances, always require butter 
in their dressing. 
Indeed, almost all 


vegetable foods are deficient in fat and 
would be more digestible if eaten with 
butter or oil. Cabbage and lettuce, as 
they contain alkalies, need an acid con- 
diment, while beets, turnips, squash and 
also beans and peas require the addition 
of sugar to make up for tbe sweetness 
lost in boiling. In cooking greens a ham 
bone will be found to supply a flavor 
that can be obtained in no other way, 
though salt pork is a fairly good substi- 
tute. 


Onion, also used discreetly, is a great 


addition to many vegetable dishes, es- 
pecially if prepared in the form of salads. 
A tiny bit of chopped onion added to a 
potato salad, for instance, will make it 
far more palatable, while lettuce also 
profits by a few grated shreds of the 
same vegetable beaten 
dressing.

It would sseta that the satisfaction 


and pleasure to be denved from order 
and neatness, coupled with the pnde 
which one should naturally take in 
keeping his property m fair order, would 
be sufficient incentive to keep all private 
properties, and Gettysburg in general,

keep them so cleaned 
This can not be 


done by private citizens aloue nor by

at least sixteen weeks of each year in

Tbe waste of nunurial matters on tin 


average American farm is enormous 
and it largely is the result of Miatg, in 
stead of ifung manure, and from bat 
methods in applying and handling the 
accumulations. 
~W hen farmers cease t< 


look upon manure as something to be 
hoarded instead ot being used and pu 
to work as rapidly as possible, much o 
the loss in the barnyard can be obviated 
It is and has long been the opinion o 
the wnter that there need be no i/ai >i 
vanl manure 
Tnat is, that if the 


manure were handled properly there 
need be no accumulation in any barn 
5 artl that is not at once removed daily 
either to the fields or to some place 
under cover where it can be mixed with 
plaster or kainit to prevent loss while it 
is necessary to keep it. Of course, if one 
is located on a small farm, it is often 
impracticable to remove the deposits 
daily to the field, but where the stock is 
large such a course is often the best 
solution of the question as to how to 
save the manure, for where there are 
"large numbers of cattle there will alwayi 
be a grass sod, and there is where, on a 
stock farm, the manure should go with 
the least loss of time Spread on a sod 
the leaching will be just where it is 
wanted, and if it merely dries on the 
surface, it has been shown by the ex- 
periments at Cornell, quoted in this 
bulletin, the loss is practically nothing. 
In many places, where the manure is 
hauled out rapidly, the handling is done 
tn such a manner that loss takes place 
by leaving the manure .n little heaps on 
the field Not only does this practice 
result in loss m the heaps, but the sites 
of these heaps absorb so much of the 
manure that spots are made where tbe 
grain and grass grow so rankly as tc 
lodge. Then the hauling and forking 
from the wagon into these heaps makes 
the heavy labor of hauling and spread- 
ing much heavier, for while the manure 
is being forked into piles, it could just 
as easily have been spread from the 
wagon, and better spread than it can be 
from the ground 
The bulletin estimates 


the value of the farmyard manure made 
by the live stock it this country, if all 
•was carefullj saved, at the enormous 
sum of $2,071,400,000, based on the 
values usually assigned to phosphoric 
acid, potash and nitrogen in commercial 
fertilisers. 
Prof Roberts, of Cornell, 


suggests as a conserv ative estimate of 
the value of the manure produced 
during seven winter months on .1 small 
farm, carrying four horses, tn enty cows, 
fifty sheep and ten pigs the sum of $2oO 
Assuming that one-third, of the manure 
made annually 13 lost by the present 
methods of management, and this es- 
timate is undoubtedly a conservative 
one, the total loss from this source in 
the United States, as indicated by the 
first figures, would be about $690,466 000, 
or using Prof Roberts' figures, the 
annual loss for each farm would be 
$5333 


Quoting from the bulletin of Dr. 


Armsby, of the Pennsylvania Station, 
"the farmer who sells a ton of hay, for 
example, sells in his ton of bay fertiliz- 
ing ingredients, which if purchased in 
the form of commercial fertilisers, would 
cost him about So 10, that if he sells 
2,000 pounds of wheat be sells an 
amount of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potasn which it would cost him $7 75 to 
replace in his soil in the form of com- 
mercial fertilizers 
Or, to look at it 


from a somewhat different standpoint, a 
farmer who sells $10 worth of wheat, 
sells with it about $2 33 worth of the 
fertility of his soil 
In other words, 


when he receives his $10 this amount 
does not represent the net receipts o 
the transaction, for he has parted wit 
$2 58 worth of his capital, the stored u 
fertilitj of his soil, and if he does no 
take this into account he makes th 
same mistake a merchant would, shoul 
he estimate his profits by the amount o 
cash which he received and neglect 
take an account of stock " 


Where the crops are fed on the farm 


and the manure is carefully saved anc 
applied, a large portion of this is kep 
on the farm, and where stock feeding i 
carried on to such an extent that it pays 
the farmer to buy food in addition tc 
that raised on the land tbe fertility o 
the farm may be maintained and m 
creased by the saving of the manure 
In many places, this may be made to 
pay better than the purchase of the 
commencal article 
It is for each farm 


•r to consider whether m i.is situation it 
pays better to buy food for stock or 
fertilizers 


TIMOTH\ hay sells better than clover 


and costs less on the farm 
Clover is 


better to use on the farm than timothy 
If hay is to be sold from the farm let 
it be timothy

How to sa\e tbe liquids is a problem 


on some farms 
The proper mode is to 


conduct the liquid manure to a recepta- 
cle of some Kind by having gutters be- 
hind the stalls, and then using some 
kind of absoibent material in order to 
absord the liquids Marl 's excellent 
for this purpose, but a mixture of cut 
straw or cornstalks, leaves, marl, dry 
earth, muck and sawdust, or any of the 
materials that can be conveniently had 
will prevent loss and keep the manure 
in excellent condition. The liquids are 
more valuable than the solid portions ot 
the manure 


OLD hay answers an excellent purpose 


even when the cows hav e an abundance 
of green food on the pasture. It is 
highly relished by them, and they should 
have a full ration of it at night. Dur- 
ing the season when cows are first turn- 
ed on grass they should have salt, and 
should any of them have the scours keep 
them in the barnyard and feed hay, 
with a mess of hot braa and cornmeal 
seasoned 
Green grass is laxative, and 


the cows must not be allowed too much 
at the beginning of the pasture season. 


GKASS will be induced to grow by the 


mild weather, and the cows may be turn- 
ed out on the pasture too soon 
The 


grass should be allowed to make giowth 
before used for gracing, and if the laud 
Is wet the feet of the cattle may do cou- 
siderable injury. 


Do not be afraid to use land plaster 


liberally in tbe stables, gutters and stalls. 
It ia clean, harmless, and makes the 
stable lighter Keep the walls white- 
vnufaed and apply fresh plaster on the 
iloon every day. It is cheap, and a bag 
or barrel of piaster should always be kept 
Ift convenient UM.
